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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  death  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  made  it  necessary 
for  me  to  make  the  health  return  for  his  last  year  in  office. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  Birth  Bate  from  that  of  1936. 
The  Death  Rate  shows  a rise  on  1936  and  is  also  higher  than  that 
for  the  country.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  more  than 
doubled  itself  in  the  twelve  months  but  is  still  yet  below  the  average 
for  the  country. 

There  has  been  a very  welcome  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  scarlet  fever — this  disease  has  shown  a steady  diminution  in 
recent  years.  The  number  of  diphtheria  cases  remains  about  the 
same  and  the  adoption  of  diphtheria  prophylactic  measures  during 
the  year  should  be  a considerable  step  in  the  prevention  of  this 
disease. 

Incorporated  in  this  report  is  a summary  of  the  work  carried 
out  in  the  year  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor.

This  Supply  is  pumped  by  14am  from  springs,  which  when  tested 
in  1931  gave  a yield  of  78,000  gallons  per  day.  The  source  of 
supply  is  privately  owned,  and  the  supply  is  available  by  agreement 
with  the  Owner.

There  has  been  a great  improvement  in  the  methods  of  produc- 
tion in  recent  years,  and  there  appears  a strong  desire  of  Producer’s 
holding  Licences  to  provide  a clean,  pure  and  healthy  milk  supply. 

There  is,  however,  a large  number  of  producers  who  have  not 
taken  advantage  of  the  Order  irrespective  of  the  extra  penny  per 
gallon  for  Licenced  Producers.  Some  of  the  causes  appear  to  be 
lack  of  adequate  water  supply,  buildings  constructed  for  feeding 
and  general  mixed  farming  and  the  expense  of  adaptation  of  such, 
buildings.

3 8 


8 cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  one  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  was  isolated  at  home.  5 cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified  from  one  household,  resulting  in  two  deaths,  one  of  which 
occured  at  home. 


Disinfection  was  also  carried  out  in  one  case  of  cancer,  and  4 
cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Council  have  adopted  a scheme  for  Diphtheria  Immunisa- 
tion. This  provides  for  free  treatment  where  the  parent’s  income 
does  not  exceed  £150  per  annum.  The  scheme  only  came  into 
operation  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year.
